Kv.-ii  the  i-rwhicer  of  a  hl^h  (jnule  produet  fliidg  thiit  the  profits  of 
his  hiiHiiieMS  dejK'nd  lurtfely  on  his  beliiK  iible  to  Hiid  purchasers  who 
U|»pretlate  the  merit  of  his  product. 

("o-o|*rntloM  JB  iidnilltwlly  ndvnnt«Beoi.«.  We  fliid  its  Influence  In  all  great 
Industries,  thouKli  to  a  leswr  th-gree  in  nBricnlture  than  elsewhere.  So  ninti.v  early 
attempts  on  the  part  of  farmers  to  form  a>so.  lations  for  mutual  benc'tlt  had"  fail.tl 
that  the  verdict  had  gone  forth,  "  Farmers  cannot  co-operate."  We  are  glad  that 
this  verdict  was  not  universally  a.cepted,  and  that  many  su.nvssfully  nianagwl 
co^)peratlve  enterprises  prove  It  to  he  false.  Ix>t  us  not  forget,  however,  that 
c-o-o|)eratlon  has  been  and  still  is  dlttlcult  to  effect  among  farmers.  At  the'  same 
time,  let  ua  accept  the  fact  that  the  trouble  Is  to  be  found,  not  In  the  i.rlnclple 
lnvolv«l.  but  in  ourselves.  The  life  of  the  farmer  tends  to  develop  an  Indeiwndent 
siilrit  which  may  resent  submission  to  the  wishes  of  others,  without  which  we 
eanuot  have  eo-ojieratlou. 

Confldeuce  in  those  with  whom  we  are  associated  is  also  Important  I  trust 
that  you  will  imrdon  the  statement  that  It  la  my  MIef  that  a  lack  of  c.mfldence  Is 
resiKJnsible  for  many  failures  am.,iig  farmers'  organizations.  We  have  hiH-n  pleased 
to  hear  otH.e-seekers  si)eak  of  us  as  "honest  farmers"  lu  a  tone  that  insinuate*! 
that  we  were  about  the  only  honest  class  of  [leople  on  earth.  That  InsinuatUm  has 
done  a  great  deal  of  harm.  Fre.,uently  It  caused  a  loss  of  conHdence  In  those 
engaged  in  other  oc.  npiitlons,  and  the  final  result  was  a  loss  of  faith  In  all  nninkind 
Including  the  fellow-farmer.  May  we  not  go  one  ste|)  farther  and  sui.|)ose  that  not 
Infreipienfly  it  promptid  the  thought.  "  If  all  others  are  dishonest,  why  sh.mld  I 
be  honest "  ?  The  man  who  Is  himself  dishonest  finds  It  a  difficult  matter  to  believe 
In  the  integrity  of  others. 

Community  breeding  does  not  necessarily  Involve  a  definite  organization.  To 
re'  t  In  the  greatest  good  to  the  community,  there  should  be.  however,  a  common 
m  se.  Tlie  i'tToi-ta  of  such  a  system  can  best  be  olwrvwl  In  the  pnmiineut  Ilve- 
«t<  K  countries  of  Kuroi*.  England  alone  has  given  to  the  world  many  distinct 
breeds  of  live  stock  as  a  result  of  community  breeding.  The  farmers  of  n  certain 
district  would  decide  on  the  bt-st  type  of  animals  for  their  local  conditions  and 
by  consistent  combined  efforts  developed  a  breed  of  excellent  characteristics. 

I  frequently  find  a  desire  on  the  part  of  men  who  contemplate  entering  the 
pure-bred  business  to  select  a  breed  that  no  one  else  In  the  conununltv  Is  breeding 
This  plan  is  suggestjil  by  the  belief  that  they  will  in  this  manner  Ik>  able  to  avoid 
competition.     This  belief   we   find   Is   not   supiwrtcd   by   the  results   whi.h   follow 
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Prmprrtlv*  biiyprn  do  not  carp  to  vl«lt  nn  l«)lntrd  Imril.  Tlicy  |irt*r<>r  cnlnri  ro  a 
i-iiiiiiiiiiiilty  III  wliU'li  wvtTiil  licriN  of  llii>  fiiiiiii>  lirfol  run  Im-  lii'iitH'ttHl,  iiml  |>iir- 
tU-iiliirly  mIuiuIiI  im>vitii1  iiiiIiiihIh  Im-  ilvMlrcil,  Very  often  tln-ri'  In  ii  iiiiirkct  for 
cur  loud  lotii.  Hllcli  (irdiTN  ciin  only  lii>  llllt>d  liy  liirKc  lirtttlcrM,  or  l>y  Hcvcral  xniiill 
brt>«>di'rii  In  ilio  ■iiint'  niniiiiuiiity.  Tlu'  Itnycr  In  iniiklnK  np  ii  xliliHncnt  ilcMlrt<ii  to 
imrcliiiMe  anlnnilR  nciir  tht>  |>olnt  of  hhlpnicnt.  nml  HiiiIn  It  vi>i'y  liii'onvt>nlt>nt  to 
brliiK  Indivldnnl  nnlniiilH  any  dlatancf  to  tlnit  jMiliit.  It  thpreforn  hptonicx  ii|>|mr«'iit 
that  toniinunlty  lirt'iHliiiK  fiirnlxlicfi  to  tin*  Nniall  lirvcdcr  an  ttn-at,  or  iirolmMy  even 
greater  ndvuntiiK>'»  than  an-  i>iiJoyi>d  liy  the  extensive  lirctilcr  in  the  niarketliiK  of 
Miir|iUlH  8tiN-k. 

('uuiiuiinity  lirt'odlni;  afforiN  an  opiNirttinity  to  sflect  iiroveii  Nirei*.  'I'lie  nnijorlty 
of  brcederM  of  pure'brc<l  HtiH'k  reall/e  the  daiiKor  of  nwliiK  an  nnlrleil  mIiv.  No 
matter  bow  nirefully  we  Hele<'t  the  male  to  head  the  herd  or  Hock,  IiIn  true  worth 
can  only  be  ik-termlued  by  the  character  of  hlx  progeny.  How  often  have  we  nei-n 
the  prize-winning  Individual  of  excellent  pediitree  prove  a  dlxappoiiitnient  iin  a  Hire. 
(Ml  the  other  hand,  we  have  Hi>en  the  animal  that  Htumped  IiIm  get  with  ontHtandlng 
merit  Meiit  to  the  HlnunbU>H  while  yet  In  hlx  prime,  Mlinply  U'caiixe  no  one  elxe  in  the 
community  waH  handllnx  that  particular  hreed.  We  cannot  Imagine  mu<'Ii  a  thing 
liapptMiIng  In  a  locnliiy  where  tliere  were  several  fannerH  intci-oitcil  in  tiie  Hamc 
hrtHMl.  We  cannot  ovcyeslimate  the  value  of  xecurlng  a  Hire  regarding  wlilcb  there 
i«  no  doubt  ax  to  pc-pi.teniy.  nor  can  we  ovcrestlninle  tiie  harm  that  iiiiiy  result 
from  the  |iroiniM4  uouh  ii.se  In  a  giHMl  lierd  of  a  |>roinislng  yoiirg  Mire  tiiat  fallit  tn 
transmit  desiraliie  i|ualitieti. 

A  tliird  ini|Hirtant  beiietlt  to  Ih'  derivi-d  from  cuinmunity  bree<ling  Is  tliat  result- 
ing from  a  mutual  interest  in  a  coninion  cause.  TIiIk  cannot  e.\lst  to  tiie  same 
degre<'  among  men  wlio  are  eadi  breeding  a  dllTerent  class  of  stock.  .Mr.  Itrown, 
who  is  briH-diiig  .Feiseys,  enters  into  conversation  with  his  neighlsnir,  wiio  is  breed- 
ing Ayr»hir»>s.  Itrown  sets  forth  the  cbarins  of  a  Jersey  cow  tl  it  has  Just  com- 
pleted a  grand  record,  and  Jones,  out  of  pure  loyalty  to  the  Ayrsl'ire.  I'luimpioiiM 
some  favinirite  animal  of  that  lireed.  How  dllTerent  from  the  conversation  of  the 
two  iietglilMiurs  who  are  both  lireeding  llolsteiiis.  Tiicy  rejoice  together  in  each 
victory  of  tiie  breed,  <'ongratuIate  each  other  4111  the  fact  that  tlu'y  are  Itreeding  the 
liest  cattle  on  earth,  and  go  lioine  to  care  for  their  lier<Is,  tilled  with  new  eiithnsiusm. 

'Hie  State  of  Wis<'oiisiii  proltably  furnlslies  the  best  of  exa  .iples  of  community 
breeding.  The  work  bus  iH'come  well  organised  in  many  districts,  and  has  Ih-cii 
carrleil  on  for  a  sntllcient  lengtii  of  time  to  denion.strate  the  f-  sIM'Ify  of  tiie  plan. 
The  first  organl/.atii'ii  In  Wisi-oiisin  was  effected  in  VMH',  tiy  i.   •       ,.  lia  (inernsey 

llre«'ders'  Association.    Tlie  work  of  tills  association  has  i  .  not  only  to 

the  development  of  pure-bred  lierds.  but   to  grade  csillle  .       .\ 

During  the  summer  of   I'.Hrtt  I   had  liie  pleasure  of  '  farms  of  tlie 

various   memlH'rs   of   the   Waukeslia    (Juern.sey    Hreeders'    A  .  lon.     In   deciding 

wliere  1  should  go  to  imrcliase  the  foundation  stock  for  a  «iuernsey  herd,  1  concluded 
llmt  Waukesha  County  would  furniHli  the  best  opiHtrtnnities  for  the  seltM'tion  of 
the  stock  we  wanted.  Tlie  particular  locality  bad  been  brought  to  my  attention  by 
the  fact  that  the  dairymen  wcie  putting  into  practice  couiiuunity  breeding.  I  was 
very  favourably  Impressed  by  the  gixHlwili  tiiat  existed  among  the  meiiilK>rs.  They 
were  Interested  in  each  otiiers"  progress  and  drawn  together  by  a  coninion  interest. 
Not  only  were  they  familiar  witii  the  nicrils  of  the  cattle  owiwsl  liy  the  various 
members,  but  evidenced  a  keen  knowledge  of  all  their  farm  ii|H'r;itions.  The  results 
of  a  new  method  of  tillage,  a  new  crop,  ,1  new  variety  of  a  standard  crop,  or  a  new 
metho<l  of  hauling  dairy  products  would  be  watched  by  all  members,  and  all  wen; 
ready  to  adopt  wliatever  jirovcd  to  be  advantageous,  AVitli  siuii  a  spirit  of  <o- 
operation  any  coniniuiilty  Is  is)uiid  to  make  progress.
